REMARKS 

Applicants are presenting a new declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .67(a) to correct the defective declaration. 

Applicant appreciates Examiner's withdrawal of a 35 USC §103 rejection over 
Mester et al. Similarly, Applicant appreciates the withdrawal of the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection over copending SN 10/268,256. 

By the present response, Applicants are enclosing a terminal disclaimer to 
conclude discussion of the obviousness-type double patenting rejection of Claims 1- 
10, 14, 17-21 and 30-33 over claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,800,586 maintained by the 
Examiner in the present Final Office Action. 

Applicants set forth arguments against the obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection maintained in the present Final Office Action on Claims 1-10, 14, 17-21 and 
30-33 in light of copending Application No. 10/763,812. Applicants contend that the 
'812 application is unlike the claims of the present invention. As stated in the 
amendment and response to the First Office Action, the '812 patent is directed toward 
a NOx removal composition and claims a composition having a specific sized 
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
